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STATE DPW TAKES DIM VIEW OF ROUTE 28 ALTERNATE 


The Commonwealth of Massacnu- 
setts, Department of Public 
Works is not distinctly in 
favor of the proposed alter- 
nate route, for Route 28, 
Charles Whitcomb, Project En- 
Gineer, told the Board of 
Selectmen, Monday night. 
Mr Whiteomb was referring to 
the proposal ‘to lay out Route 
28 so as to pass to the east- 
ward of Hathaway Acres, and 
cross Salem Street at Martin’s 
Brook, instead of the original 
Proposal, in which the route 
would cross near the Barrows 
Well Field, and then cross 
Salem Street near its junction 
with andover stree 
Whitcomb told the Selectmen 
that the Department of Public 
Works could not guarantee, at 
least at this time, that there 
would be no adverse effect 
upon the water supply coming 
from the Brown’s Crossing Well 
Field. The Alternate Route 
will cross the water shed with 
in a few hundred feet of the 
wells in the Brown’ $ Crossing 
field. Whitman stated that the 
presence of over €0 feet of 
peat, in this crossing, was 
the difficulty. Such peat 
would have to be ‘compacted’ 
in order. to allow the highway 
to be laid, and he feared that 
such ‘compacting’ would, at 
least temporarily, discolour 
the water supply, .and perhaps 
also effect the quantity. 
The final decisions for the 
new highway will be strongly 
influenced by the Federal 
Bureau of Roads, Whitcomb said 
The Federal Bureau of Roads 
will probably repay up to 90% 
of the cost of new highways, 
if there is favorable action 
in Congress, but they will not 
approve of highways with a 
curve of less than 5000 foot 
radius, and prefer to have the 
curve not less than 1 of a 10, 
000 foot radius. The curves 
above the pumping station are 
much less than 10,000 feet, 
Whitcomb stated, and that the 
Federal Bureau of Roads seri- 
ously question the design of 
that section of the road. 
The highway is also awaiting 
action by the state legisla- 
ture. If the proposed $200 
000,000 bond issue is approved 
tg} “he legislature the Depart- 
mdé.t of Public Works is pre- 
pared to initiate work as soon 
as the nlans are aporoved. The
